A Senate committee is going through his 
draft of it. It made three changes which are 
highly important and greatly beneficial to 
the people. It is to be hoped now that the 
whole Senate will concur in these improve- 
ments, and that the Commons will also 
ratify the changes. 

Mr. Garson wanted the law of contempt 
of court left as it is. The Albertan has ob- 
jected to it. It gives a judge power to pass 
any sentence he wishes on any person who 
in his opinion expresses contempt of his 
court. And there is no appeal. The pub- 
lic is completely at the mercy of the judges. 
They are not governed by law, in this re- 
spect, but by their ulcers. 

The Senate committee wants to estab- 
lish the right of appeal. If the offence is 
committed in the court the sentence may be 
appealed, it says. If it is committed out of 
court, both the sentence and the authority 
of the judge may be appealed. High time. 

Then the Senate committee objected to 
a section designating the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, along with the army, navy 
and air force, as the ‘farmed forces’ of Can- 
ada. This established the RCMP as a mili- 
tary force, Senators thought. They didn’t 
like it. Nor do we. The internal police

Those Income Tax Reports 


Before very long we are going to be urged 
to get our income tax returns in early. So 
this may be as good a time as any to bring 


up a few points which we should keep in 


Canadian Senate! | mind in case we get the feeling that we are 


badly done by. 


The most important of these is that we 
should remember that while it is the federal 
government which does the collecting, and 
therefore gets the blame when we feel that 
the tax is taking a greater share of our per- 
sonal income than we are happy to part with, 
it is the provincial government which gets a 
very substantial share of the proceeds. 

The latest year for which complete fig- 
ures.are available is that ending March 31st, 
1951. In that year the income tax depart- 
ment collected through personal and cor- 
poration taxes in Alberta approximately 71 
million dollars. Of this sum $40,780,000 
was collected as personal income tax from 
individuals. "In that same period, not includ- 
ing the dominion subsidy of more than two 
million dollars, the province received as their 
share under the tax transfer agreement, 
$17,343,000. This amounted to $20.34 per 
person, and accounted for 16°¢ of the total 
provincial revenue. 

if the dominion had not agreed to collect 
this for the province, they could have re- 
duced personal income taxes by 42%. or 
if they had cared to spread the reduction 
over both personal and corporation taxes, 
have allowed a reduction of 25% right across 
the board. 

It is interesting to note that the sum 
the province received as their share of the 
income taxes which the dominion collected 
was greater than the total amount spent by 
the provincial government for education. in 
that year. 

Under a new agreement between the 
provinces and the dominion, the provincial 
government will receive more than 25 million 
dollars for the current. year. This will 
amount to something more than 20% of 
their total income from all..sources. This 
works out to nearly $29 for every man, 
woman and child in the province, or $145 
for the average family of five persons. 

Some: will remember the time when the 
provincial government collected its own in-. 
come tax. The last year it did this was 
1941-42; when the total amount’ they re- 
ceived was $2,241,000, or $2.84 per person, 
ot $14.20 for the average family of five per- 
sons, representing approximately 8%. of 
their total revenue. _ 

In other words, the province is having 
the dominion collect more than ten times as 
much in income taxes for them as they ever 
collected for themselves, 

From a practical point of view, most 
people will agree that it is just plain good 
business to have this tax collected by the 
one agency. It avoids the necessity of set- 
ting up two collection services, and is there- 
fore cheaper. Perhaps what is more impor- 
tant it avoids the confusion of having tax- 
payers make out two sets of returns under 
two sets of regulations, whcih would un- 
doubtedly differ. 

But what should be kept in mind by the 
taxpayer, if he feels his taxes are too high, 
is that all of the blame cannot fairly be put 
on the shoulders of the federal government. 
The provincial government is getting credit 
for spending the money. They claim they 
have reduced taxes. It is only fair that they 
should receive their full share of any dis- 
content which is felt by the taxpayer at this 
or any other time.

The Wild-Oat—Our Worst Weed 
The Wild Oat, it is generally 
|agreed, is the worst weed in West- 
jern Canada. 

During the past 7 or 8 years there 
has been a tremendous increase in 
the interest in weed control due to 
the development of various weed 
control chemicals. Most of the com- 
mon broad-leaved weeds can now 
be controlled effectively and eco- 
|nomically by chemical means. So 
far the wild oat has remained un- 
affected by any chemical except the 
more costly soil sterilants. 

Many Chemicals Tested. This 
|situation may not, however, last 
much longer. » Weed investigators 
encouraged by their success with 
‘chemicals on Other weeds and 
alarmed by the terrific losses due to 
wild oats, are concentrating their 
efforts toward the development of a 
chemical that will control this costly 
weed. In the meantime cultural 
methods provide the only means of 
| controlling wild oats. 

Cultural Control. A study of wild 
| oat seeds shows that they germinate 
| readily during the cool weather of 
‘early Spring. Few will germinate, 
| however; after the temperature of 
| the soil has reached 50°F or higher. 
| This occurs usually between May 15 
and June 1st, depending on the 
| peason. Early Spring tillage and 
delayed seeding of an early matur- 
ing crop will destroy many wild 
oats, and allow a relatively clean 
crop ae grown even on heavily 
infested 

Clean, ‘Goal Seed Important. Seed 
drill surveys have shown that mil- 
lions of wild oat seeds are returned 
to the soil in “dirty” seed each 

ear in Western Canada. Clean, 

igh-germinating, properly treated 
seed is a vital link in weed control. 
Good seed and efficient and timely 
cultivation will reduce the popula- 
tion of wild oats and other weeds 
sin growing crops, and make for a 
better, more prosperous agriculture 
in Western Canada.
